LIGHT IS PROBLEM 



Capital Authorities Sceic to Re- 
move Automobile Danger. 



Washington. — "Hew to the line, let 
the chips fall where they may" seems 
to be the motto of Senator Vardsr 
maa of Misjeissippi.

New Lens Offers Solution — From Los 
Angelee Comes Word That Objec 
tion May Be Removed by 
Frosted Belt on Glass. 



Washington. — War has been de- 
clared by the district authorities on 

the blinding headlights of automobiles 
within the city limits. The commis- 
sioners have Instructed Major Sylves- 
ter, superintendent of police, to con- 
fer with the oorporatioa couasel, and 
formulate some regulation of the pres- 
ent evil. The present traffic regula- 
tions do not contain any provision for 
the restriction of the use of such head- 
light wfateh would hold in a court of 
law. 

Much of the present danger arises 
out of the carelessness of motorists 
and pedestrians themselves. Motorists 
epiaalaff orer the roada in the adja- 
cent parks and thoroughfares leading 
into the city limits needlessly leave 
their headlights bum in the adequate- 
ly lighted sections. Pedestrians 
thoughtlessly walk in the middle of 
the road instead of keeping to the 
right and to the side of the road. 
Much of the present danger dlfi be 
eliminated by a little care and thought, 
but the problem of the nonglare head- 
light is twofold. First, the dazzling 
rays most be eliminated or the use of 
such lights restricted in some way, 
and second, the original illuminating 
qualities of the hMdUght must be con- 
served. 

Adequate light on the public high- 
ways is needed today more than ever 
before. The heavy black oiled roads 
make it much more difficult to distin- 
guish pedestrians on the highways 
than it was in the early daye of the 
automobile, before the roads were 
oiled. 

Still another factor in the problem 
is the quietness of the present-day 
motor. It is now possible to creep up 
within a few feet of another car or 
pedestrian on the road without them 
being aware of the approach of a car. 

Experiments are being conducted 
throughout the country, and the local 
officials are keeping in close touch 
with every development. Until some 
device is invented relief will have to 
come through regulation. 

From Los Angeles, Cal., comes the 
wcNTd of a simple solution of the proh* 
lem. The means consists of a lens 
molded hemlspherically and sand 
blasted te give a frosted appearance 
except for a small oval space slightly 
below the center, which is left trans- 
parent When seen from the height of 
the driver's seat the frosted surface is 
between the eyes and the filament and 
one sees only the diffused circle of 
light and the form of the approaching 
car is visible. 

The beam of light coming through 
the clear ova! is centralized on the 
road directly and far ahead instead of 
as with the old style flat glass over a 
widening arc. The road is made 
brighter by the contrast and the dif- 
fused light coming through the frosted 
surface enables the driver to clearly 
see the front of his own car, even in 
the face of en approerhing blinding 
searchlight

London. — Salvage experts here 
agree that there is a fair chance of 
recovering the million dollars' worth 
of Bilyer aaid to be aboard the eunken 
Empreaa of Maad. R. Davia. 
managing director of the salvage 
company, called attention to the fol- 
lowing Bucceaafol opofatloiia of this 
sort: 

Four thoneand one bvidred and 

twenty-six bars of silver of the value 
of 12,681,900, 46 boxes of gold of the 
value of $1,000,000 and nine boxes of 
silver of tbe value of $6360, a total 
valae of |>,667,766— reeorered from 
the Oceana, which was wrecked In 
about thirteen fathoms of water off 
Eastbourne. 

Four hundred and fifty thousand 
gold coin— 26 peeeta p lee e e recor- 
ered from the wreck of the Alphonso 
XII, which was sunk In 27 fathoms 
of water — a greater depth than that 
at which the Empress of Ireland is 
ylng— ofT I'oint Qando, Grand Canary. 

Fifty tbouaand dollani' worth of 
-sflver bare— all but eiz that were on 
board — recovered from the Skyro, 
wreckfid In 32 fathoms of water off 
Cape Finlstefre. 

In the case of the Alphonso XII 
tbte difflonltfes were very great," Mr. 
Davis said, "and our diver, Alexan- 
der Lambert, had to use dynamite to 
remove Innumerable obftraetlons be- 
fore he could get to the magasine in 
which the treasure was stored. 

"Dynamite had also to be used in 
the operations for salving the silver 
bars of the Skyro and when the work 
was finished the veseel was just a 
heap of scrap Iron. The Bmpr e e s of 
Ireland Is said to be lying on her 
side In 17 fathoms— 102 feet— of wa- 
ter.

but under Dutch rule it supports a 
population of 31,000,000, which Is con- 
stantly increasing — and observers are 
not inclined to regard the Dutch sys- 
tem of colonial ^nolpistrmtton as an 
unmitigated blessing. 

The truth of tbe matter is that the 
people of Java are mildly industrious, 
where the peoide of Haiti are almost 
uniformly shiftless. The Dutch have 
built up an export trade and have pro- 
moted agriculture. Scientific agricul- 
ture in Haiti is practically unknown. 
The peasant scratches the marvelous 
jgoil with a ttlek, drops kis seed and

lets it be until his crop has grown up. 
"Why should anything else be done?" 
he asks, in reply to the stranger's in- 
quiry. "If anything else was neces- 
sary God would do It." In the Haitian 
mountains rich minerals and the best 
mahogany In the world lie unworked 
for lack of railroads to haul the prod 
ucts to the coast; and capital steers 
clear of the island because of the un- 
certainty of politics and payments, 
and the fact that the whites as a race 
are under legislative penalties — in the 
Haitian section. Santo Domingo is 
much m<Hfe advanced fn this respect 
Any one who is skeptical of what 
these people can accomplish should 
visit the enduring architectural monu- 
ments of the island— the marvelous 
fairy palace of Sans Soucl in the 
northern hilj« near Cape Haitian, and 
the tremendous citadel of La Ferriere 
on the top of the mountain of that 
name, 5,000 feet high — both of them 
the work of the blaok King Henri Chris- 
tophe, who ruled Haiti from 1811 
until he committed suicide in 1819, in 
order to avert assassination. It is true 
that thousands of lives were paid for 
these remarkable buildings. Just as it 
is true that Henri's reign was one long 
chronicle of bloodshed. But the im- 
aginative capacity and indomitable 
will power of the black man who had 
been a slave and who could coneeive 
and direct the building of such struc- 
tures strike one today as evidences of 
an enormous capacity which might 
have been put to valuable uses under 
better auspices. 

These buildings exist today, and it 
is asserted by those who have seen 
them that they are the most interest- 
ing structures in the West Indies. 
Earthquakes have demolished scMne of 
the grand terraces of Sane Soucl, and 
its windows gape vacant in the sun- 
shine, for no man In Haiti today could 
afford the upkeep of this extravagant 
reproduction of Versailles. But In La 
Ferriere the batteries of huge muszle> 
loadlag eanaen etfl! frown from brick 
casemates, with their walls 80 feet 
high and 16 feet thick. It was here 
that Soulouque, who crowned himself 
emperor, as Fanstin I, held his court 
of 70 dnkee, taU maitaSses, ooonu, 
Tieeoiwta. baniia, and knights by tke 
score. 

A great deal of fuu has been made 
of the grandiose titles created by 
Haul tmd So«loii«M. Ateong the 

higher nobles were the dukes of 
Marmalade and Limonade, and many 
persons have supposed these func- 
tionaries derived their dignities from 
the well-known breakfast jam and the 
brew of lamon Juiee. But as a matter 
of fnct. Marmalade and Ltmonade are 
the names of two districts in the 
northern section of the island. For- 
merly each district was a great plan- 
tation, and In the division of spoils 
among the chlefb of the revolution, 
each was awarded to a successful gen- 
eral* and finally erected into a duchy.
